There are those who find monitoring the AIR 
band boring, especially tower and approach 
frequencies . 

If you live within 20 miles or so of a major 
airport, especially one with its own Police 
force , you are in for some great monitoring ! ! 

The Philadelphia International Airport Police 
are heard on 453.450. They openly dispatch cars 
to incoming aircraft emergencies on a daily 
basis. 

It is here you will hear of an incoming flight 
with a medical emergency such as hot coffee 
spills, an ulcer flare-up, impending child- 
birth, etc. 

This is the frequency to hear of a wheel 
indicator light indicating "wheels up" (very 
cornnon to hearl) 

The Police contact Fire/Rescue over this freq. 
and both respond to the landing area prior to 
the actual landing involved.

In the Winter, frequency 453.850 #s active 
because this is Field Maintenance, the guys 
who man the snow plows to clear the runways. 

Each of the two above frequencies is worthwhile 
monitoring. We have the 453.450 programmed in 
our Regency HX-1000 permanently. We also have 
•it. progranmed-into our -Bearcat -210 base set —
